ucation Grants Cut 


By,» $300,000 In Alberta 


Some 70 provincial school districts 
and divisions are going to have their: 
provincial government grants cut 10 
percent this year. 

Totai cut -of $300,000 is: being made 
by the government department of ed- 
ucation this year in an_ effort to 


_straighten out school financing. 


Only equalization grants will be cut 
10 per cent. Basic grants will be paid 
to Alberta school districts and divi- 
sions as usual. 

No school divisions will be seriously 
affected by the cut; which will de- 
crease divisional and district revenue 
from a few hundred dollars up to 
$10,000 in cases of some divisions. 

Education Minister Ivan C. Casey 
announced today that school divisions 
will be notified in about two weeks 
just how gréat their cut will be. © 

In the meantime, plans are .contin- 
uing to straighten out what has been 
a complicated and more or less “guess- 
work” method of awarding 4school 
grants. 

When equalization grants have been 
made to Alberta. school divisions gach 
year in the past, estimates of grants 
needéd have been baséd upon figures 
then a year old, 

Total sum available for grants is 
appropriated by the legislature, when 
it sits in February and March, but in 


. Fecent years some Alberta school dis- 


tricts and divisions have expanded so 
rapidly that by following September 
more school rooms have been added 
and the division or district is entitled 
to larger grants. 
System Awkward 

Consequently the amount appropria 
ted by the , legislature is inadequate, 
and the “account” is overdrawn 

Then, when the following ‘Year's 
grants are made by the legislature, 
the overdrawn amount from the*year 
before is paid out of the new. sum, 
thing happens 
again (that is, more school rodms. aré 
opened than had been estimated), the 
new grants are not sufficient, 

In 1948, $5,700,000 was appropriated 
from government funds for’ school 
grants. ‘ . 

At legislature time, about $2,100,000 
more than that had been spent, so'the 
legislature granted a special sum to 
take ‘care of it, 

But by the time auditors’ accounts 
for the year.'were jn, still another 
$300,000 had been spent. ; 
New System Planned 

So the government: decided to pay 
that $300,000 out of the $7,000,000 
granted for 1949. To pay that amount 
on the “red” side of the books since it 
Was spent last year, the government 
is paying it out of this ‘year's $7,000,- 
000 and cutting this year's equaliza- 
tion grants hy 10 per cent to make up 
for it,

LESS MONEY FOR EDUCATION 

It was indeed pretty disdppointing to read the announce- 
ment carried by the dailies last week of the fact that educa- 
‘tional grants in Alberta are being cut. 

The amount of the cut is not particularly great, and the 
whole thing is explained away by the fact that the govern- 
ment is merely squaring. up accounts which in the past had 
been overpaid . . . but the fact remains that the knife wre 
been placed into educational grants. 


This is indeed a disappointing develinniant. It was asily 


felt that with the efforts of.the Alberta Educational Council 
- and the findings of the Judge commission, that substantial, 
really substantial increases in the grants would be in evidence. 
The urgency of the government handling a much larger por- 
tion of the costs of education are well known. Teachers’ salaries 
have something like doubled in the past few years. Even the 


bus routes do not help a great deal in this connection, for their : 


operation is expensive, and has required a great expansion in 
the building program. Then too, more and more students are 
taking advantage of higher education facilities. Better teaching 
methods are in vogue, raising costs, better equipment is de- 
manded, further increasing the overhead. Above all this is the 
fact that the cost of all these things have gone up very sub- 
stantially; Heating and janiting costs’ are a. lot different to 
what they were. The result has been a skyrocketing mill rate 
which has shown no indication of changing its course. * 

It would seem that if the Government were really intent on 


increasing ¢ducational grants, they would not find it nécessary . 


at this particular moment to start making cuts in order to 
enforce a system.of appropriations which has not been enforc- 
ed in the past.. Our own. school division, just at the moment 
quite a way out on a limb with an elaborate building program 
will in all likelihood lose a few thousand badly needed dollars. 
We hope that this new course of action will soon come to an end 
and that after the accounts are “squared up” we will see a 
substantial increase in government school grants.

THERE ARE NONE SO BLIND 

In a little town, not so very far from Wainwright, just a 
few miles, in fact, tragedy has been enacted. Three persons 
in that small town, village to be more exact, have become un- 
willing hosts for the parasite which causes the disease known 
as undulant fever. Perhaps there are more, we don’t know — 
itis even very likely that the doctors won’t know, not for cer- 
tain, anyway. They may be treated for one of many forms of 
ailment or debility, they may even belive themselves but the 
victim.of recurring bounts of “flu”, and still be actually more 
of the sacrifices to the bacillus of undulant fever. 


The worst part of “it is that it is very unlikely that they 


will ever be able to rid themselves of the complaint. As the. 


years roll along they may bring it more or less under control, 
but the gernmis will still be there, constantly gnawing at their 
vitality and perhaps spasmodically breaking their bonds and 
wreaking more spectacular havoc. 

How have these three known cases, and perhaps many 
more unknown cases condemned themselves to reduced vital- 
ity and poorer health? They have done so in about the only 
way one can do so ,or at least is at all likely to do so, by receiv- 
ing their infection from livestock, More particularly in these 
cases from drinking milk, milk supplied by the town milk man 
to his patrons (yes the milkman was one of the victims). 


_ Were the milkman’s cows sick? If they were they didn’t 
show it well enough for the milkman to detect it, otherwise 
he might not have been too enthusiastic about either drinking 
or selling his product. Perhaps they lost a calf or two, per- 
haps they didn’t. But this much is sure — they harboured the 
germs of Brucellosis (or Bang’s-Disease), and through their 
milk passed these germs along to the humans whe consumed 
their milk. 

Aren’t YOU lucky that you weren’t in that town, drinking 
that infected milk. YOU might have been one of those cases 
of undulant fever. YOUR health might have been ruined with 
little hope of cure. 

The worst part of the whole story is that YOU may now 
be doing something that is just as dangerous as they. From 
tests carried out in this district it appears that at least half the 
dairy herds RIGHT HERE have cattle that are infected and 
are capable of spreading that infection either to the: other 
stock in the herd or those who drink the milk they produce. 
Perhaps they will spread it to both. 

This is not riews. It. has been said before. It will have to 
be said again and again. Not because’ the writer is in any par- 
ticular danger—most of the milk he drinks in pasteurized— 
but because until we face this thing properly, and make up our 
minds that we.are going to eliminate Bang’s disease, we are 
‘endangering the health of ourselves and our children, our 
friends and pur guests. And talking about children, let it be 
remembered that while spectacular fatalities may not be a fea- 
ture of this disease iri adults, it is particularly lethal to child- 
ren. 

We'd feel pretty badly about it if we were guilty of putting 
a spoonful of poison in every jug of milk* we: placed on the 
table. Perhaps that is an exaggeration, but it’s not too far from 
what we do when we place raw milk from infected cows be- 
fore those who eat with us. 

What are the signs and symptoms of Bang’s disease. We'll 
give you these later. Most folks think there must be abortions 


THE WEEK AT UTTAWA 
The housing headache, one.of “an- 
ada’s No. 1 problems, is getting plenty 
of attention in the capita] these days. 
A rash of conferences on housing 
during the last week appears to indi- 
cate that new plans for government ac 
tion may come within two or three 
weeks. 
The conferences were an, aftermath 


of letters recently sent provincial gov-. 


ernments by Reconstruction Minister 
Robert Winters, head of the govern- 
ment deparment that handles housing. 
The federai authorities offered to give 
financial aid to acceptable provincial 
housing plans. 

There's no indication of any nation- 
wide plan for ‘housing. The govern- 
ment apparently intends to cohfer 
with provinces individually and help 
on ‘plans ‘drawn up by the provinces 
themselves. 

In one day last week, Mr. Winters 
talked housing with Premier Johnson 
of British Columbia and made an ap- 
pointment for a housing discussion. 

The series of conferences represents 
in a way, a victory for’ municipal gov- 
ernments. They've been bearing _ the 
brunt, of the housing problem ever 


since it started. It’s traditionally been. 


a municipal responsibility. 

But municipal governments have 
contended that their Hmited sources 
of revehue—restricted almost. entirely 
to real estate taxes—can’t stand the 
cost of subsidized housing.

it because of the inadequate supply of 
moisture. This was wise, says J. E. 
Birdsall, Supervisor, of Crap Improve 
ment. It is always safer to keep for- 
age crop seed in the sack than to sow 
it in dry ground, 

Some of these farmers ‘in districts 
where moisture conditions have im- 
proved are askimg if it would be a 
good idea to seed now. Mr. Birdsall | 
advises, however, that late July or; 
early August.seeding is risky and can- 
not be recommended, He says that the’ 
small seedlings will suffer if exposed: 
to the heat that usually occurs in mid- 
summer, 

If grass seed only is to be seeded, 
late August or early September seed- 
ing into moist soil will give good re- 
sults. The stand will be well establish- 
‘| ea in time to winter satisfactorily. If, 
however, légumes or grass-legume mix 
tures are to be seeded, a longer delay 
will be neceséary. Thosé anxious to get 
the seed in this year should sow so late 
that soil temperatures will not permit 
germination, That is an excellent time 
to put the seed into the ground since 
it can then take full advantage of the 
moisture. that is usually available the 
following spring.

sult of re¢ent rains. The range should 
be kept owed and the cuttings re- 
moved, say officials of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture’s Poultry 
Branch. Once the growth is above the 
heads of the birds they do not derive 
much benefit from it. 

Prevent too much trampling of the 
range in front of the housé by moving 
the feed and water troughs every 
week or ten days. If you can move the 
house it is well to do so. Birds need 
the best of care at this time of year 
They are getting ready to produce 
next season's eggs and to produce well 
they will need strong constitutions. 

In addition to range, see that the 
birds get a supply of water, grit, oy- 
ster shell, growing mash and whole 
grain., Water, grit and oyster shell 
should be AVailable at all times. Feed- 
ing of growing mash and whole grain 
should be arranged so that the birds 
get about the same amount of each. A 
good practice is to keep the growing 
mash in front of the birds all the time 
and to feed the whole grain morning 
and evening. If birds start, to mature 
too quickly, feed extra whole grain and 
less mash until they are well develop- 
‘| ed,

WEED INSPECTION 

Most of the Weed Inspectors have 
covered their districts the first time 
and some have beén over it the second 
time. At the Agricultural Service 
Boarg meeting held last Saturday, 
August 6th, it was reported that very 
posr ©o-operation was being received 
from a number of farmers as to cutt- 
ing weeds where the infestations were 
considered serious. Was the unan- 
imous decision of the meeting that, the 
weed inspectors prepare a list of farm- 
ers who are not co-operating, and that 
these farms be recommended for a 
“Stop-Seeding notice” for 1950, and 
until such time as the Board feels the 
weeds are under satisfactory control. 
A little more co-operation now may 
save you a lot of embarrassment in the 
end. The Board is now prepared to 
take full steps to reduce the weed pro- 
blem ‘to a minimum. 

ROADSIDES ‘ 

The roadsides in the M.D. of Wain- 
wright are getting in very bad condi- 
tion and the farmers don't seem to be 
doing a great deal to improve the sit- 
uation. According .to the Noxious 
Weeds Act of Alberta, the farmer or 
occupant of the land is responsible for 
his side of the road. up to the centre 
line of the road, It is an utter impos- 
sibility to clean your field aw long as 
you are going to continue to let the 
weeds grow in the ditches. 
SUMMERFALLOW: 

I notice a number of summerfallows 
getting in very bad shape. Harvest is 
just around thé corner, and then. most 
farmers will be too busy to work 
their summerfallow as they would like 


suggest that you seed the weediest por 
tions to Fall Rye at the earliest date. 
Fall Rye can be seeded any time from 
now on, and the earlier the better. 
Spraying the summerfallow with 2,4-D 
early in harvest may be a saving, that 
is, let the 2,4-D take the place of cul- 
‘tivation that you can't find time to do 
at the right time. A heavy concentra- 
tion will be, required. 


BORON IN 
MIXED FERTILIZERS

minor elements. Borc is one of these 
elements. Most crops require a very 
smal) quantity of Weren for satisfac- 
tory growth, hut care must be taken 
when applying boron as it is one 0 
the elements, when used in excess, 
that is toxic to plants. Boron is used 
quite extensively now in the ‘orchard, 
rott and hay crops. Besides producing 
healthy growth it corrects such dis- 
orders as corky core in apples, brown 
heart in turnips, the yellowing and 
falling off of alfalfa leaves. When used 
on alkaline soils it becomes insoluble 
,ahd not available for plant use- so 
should be applied by spraying. 

When mixed fertilizers include bor- 
on, the container should be labelled 
with the active element boron—stated 
in pounds per ton—says G. W. Michael 
Associate Chief, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. This may be a little 
confusing to the farmer, as most of the 
recommendations on rates of applica- 
tion are based on pounds per acre of 
borax. Borax is one of the materials 
from which the element boron is der- 
ived, and approximately eleven (11) 
pounds of borax. contains one (1) Ib. 
of boron. So you can see -how little 
boron the plant requires when the re- 
commended rates of application range 
from 20 to 60 pounds of borax per 
acre (2 to 6 lb. of boron) depending 
upon the kind of crop for which’ it is 
recommended, Two to three pounds of 
boron per acre may be very beneficial 
for some crops, whereas’ six pounds 
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may be ‘toxfo. However, a minimum 
quantity of one to two pounds per 
acre of boron may be beneficial to 
most crops.

, A machine which revords — visually 
the activity of the brain has been made 
by scientists of the Burden Neurolog- 
ical Institute at Bristol) England. ft is 
a@ development of the electro enceptial- 
ograph and has 80 adjustable controls, 
some 200 valves and 24 cathode ray 
tubes. The electrodes are fitted to the 
patients heaq and a picture of the 
brain is thrown one a screen where it 
can be studied by the doctors.

STANDARDIZATION 
AIM IN SEED TESTS 


In making a seed germination test 
the, tsual procedure is. to place a 
knowp number of seeds, generally 100, 
either on a wet blotter or between 
folds of wet blotting paper or on top 
of damp sanq or in sand, depending on 
the kind ‘of seed being tested. Not less 
than two such tests, and often four, 
are made on each sarnple. The tests 
temperature, 
depending on the kind of seed being 
tested, After a period of time, which 
also depends on the kind of seed being 
tested, the sprouts are counted and the 
number per cent of normal sprouts is 
reported. 

It is important to note that the ex- 
pression “normal sprouts” has been 
vsed. If a sample is of unusually high 
vitality all the sprouts may be normal, 
but more often some of them cannot 


sible for the laboratory to know the 
conditions under which a lot of seed 
will eventually be sown, it must pro- 
conditions 
possible in the test and then’ judge 
whether the sprouts that grow arg to 
‘be counted as normal or abnormal. 
The accurate judgement of sprouts re- 
uires careful training and detailed in- 
spection of. each sprout when making 
the germination count. 


Since it is impossible to know the]* 


conditions under which the seed = is 
going to he sown, it cannot be said 
that a given germination result in the 
laboratory will necessarily be repeat- 
ed in the field. As the laboratories of 
the Plant Products Division, Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture, issue 
reports used in the administration of 
the Seeds Act, it is important that re- 
sults of a germination test made at one 
time or by one laboratory should be 
repeatable at another time or by an- 
other laboratory, Thus, the germina- 
tion test is to be looked upon as a sort 
of yard-stick by which the value of a 
lot of seed may be measured against 
another lot of seed or against the 
standards laid down in the Act. In 
order to make tests repeatable, the 
conditions of test are carefully stand- 
ardized, 5 

It sometimes hapens that unexpect- 
ed things make test conditions not 
quite as well standardized ag believed, 
An example of this appeared in an 
investigation completed recently by 
the Seed Research Laboratory, says 
Dr. C. W. Leggatt; who'is in charge 
of seed research. Some lots of peas 
were being studied to find out the 
cause of a special type of abnormal 
sprouts that occurred in large num- 
bers in this standard test,, which is 
made in sand. It ' turned out that these 
sprouts resulted trom lack of a chem- 
ical element, boron, which is essential 
to plants but only in very minute 
quantities. Tests made on similar peas 
by one laboratory did not show these 
abnormal sprouts, The studies in the 
research laboratory showed that very 
small quantities of boron added to the 
sand completely prevented the appear- 
‘ance of such abnormal sprouts. The 
sand used by the laboratory which did 
not find abnormal! sprouts in the test 
was’ found: to be a washed sea-sand 
containing appreciable quantities of 
boron. , 


SEED CROP NOT 
LIKELY EQUAL 1948 


Though it is too early to forecast’ the 
1949 Canadian seed crop with great 
certainty, the first seed production re- 
port of conditions early in July, issued 
by the Plant Products Division, Dom- 
inion Department of Agriculture, is 
not indicative of particularly heavy 

| ona. Drier than average conditions,

There ‘is no repprted reduction in 
acreage for alfalfa and sweet clover in 
the Prairie Provinces, and, if segd 
setting conditions are favourable, 
there is the possibility of another 
large crop of seeds of both these kinds. 

The drought conditions in Ontario 
will reduce the amount of red clover 
and alsike clover seed harvested in 
that province. Not only has normal 
growth been seriously retarded, but 
the shortage of hay and pasture will 
force many farmers to use these crops 
for purposes other than seed produc- 
tion. Winter killing and slow growth 
due to dry weather in Quebec will re- 
duce acreage intended for red clover 
seed production in that area. The dry 
conditions along with late frost may 
reduce the crop of both red and alsike 
Clover seed in Alberta, which in recent 
years has contributed substantially to 
total production of both these kinds. 
There is not expected to be much 
change in the red clover seed produc- 
tion in British Columbia, where con- 
ditions in the producing areas have 
been about normal 

The high price of timothy séed 


which prevailed in Bastern Canada, 


during the past spring season will en- 
courage many farmers to save as 
much of this seed.as possible from the 
1949 crop. However, against this, there 
is the certainty of a light hay crop 
over most of Ontario and Quebec, and 
this will be an important factor in- 
fluencing the area left for seed pro- 
duction. Present _ prospects’ indicate 
that the production of timothy’ seed 
will be less than average, 

Dry weather and drought in some 
areas of the Prairie Provinces will 
have a serious effect on the total pro- 
duction of brome grass, crested wheat 
grass and creeping red fescue. At this 
time prospects for these seeq crops 
are not good, and any recovery is. un- 
likely. It is thought that the’ heavy 
frosts in late May did considerable 
damage to the Kentucky Blue Grass 
seed crop in.Manitoba, and the ulti- 
mate ytela of seed will be reduced. Re- 
ports indicate that the Canada.

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THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


THRESHING MALTING BARLEY 

Excellent crops of malting barley 
are ofteh spoiled because the grain 
contains broken and skinned kernels. 
This is usually the result of improper 
adjustment of cylinders and concaves 
with threshing machines or combines. 

To make good malt, barley must 
germinate quite evenly on the malting 
floor. Grain that contains broken and 
skinned kernels germinates unevenly, 
‘and so is unfit for malting. Such grain 
then, has to: be degraded to. Peed grad 
es. To ayoid brokep and skinned ker- 
nels thé cylinder on the _ threshing 
machine or combine should be run at 
the lowest possible speed that will 
thresh the ‘grain out of the heads, and 
in addition concaves should be as wid- 
ely separated as possible so they will 
just do the job of threshing. Maltsters 
would much rather have undamaged 
barley, even with a little beard left on 
the kernel or a few pieces of heads in 
the grain, than barley which is skin- 
ned or broken, To thresh barley fit for 
malting grades, then, requires the 
greatest of care, the most careful ob- 
servation and frequent checking on 
the part of the operator of the grain

Effective August 1, 1949, the fees 
chargea@ by the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners for the irispection of grain 
in accordance with the provisions of 
The Canada Grain Act were increased 
from $1.00 to $2.00 per car for grain 
sampled and inspected in railway car 
lots, and from $1.00 to 2:00 per thou- 
sand bushels for grain inspected on 
delivery from terminal elevators, No 
change is made in the weighing fees, 
hich remain at $1.00 per car and $1.00 
per thousand bushels. 


This change increases the total in- | 


spection and weighing . charges’ on 
Brain delivered to, terminal elevators 
from $2.00 to $8.00 per car and’on grain 
discharged from terminal elevators 
from $2.00 to $3.00 per thousand bush- 
els, an Increase of fifty per cent in 
each case. 

Until the present increase no change 
had been made in the inspection and 
weighing fees since 1920, but as the 
average loading ¢apacity of. railway 
cars increased from 1,425 bushels in 
1920 to 1,900 bushels in October, 1948,

As I now travel about the Alberta 
countryside in @ eat, I note that a very 
large number, perhaps most, of the rur 
al schools are closed or moved away. 
Consolidation has gone on apace in re- 
cent years. The rural students are be- 
ing transported by bus to larger 
schools, sometimés many miles away. 
This change has its advantages and its. 
disadvantages to rural children. How- 
ever the advantages must far outweigh 
‘thie other or it would not be continued. 
In the larger schools students can en- 
joy opportunities that few one room 
rural schools could provide. “There is 
organized sports, music, drama, echool 
clubs. These students ‘have .a much 
fuller life than [ had in public school. 
Their talents are being developed. 
Their social contacts are so much 
broader that they learn to associate 
with others freely and with less: pain- 
ful reserve. 

In the larger school, classroom aids 
and apparatus can be used to a much 
greater ‘extent. Science equipment, 
libraries, picture projection equipment 
etc can be provided in the larger school 
more economically than in the small, 
Specialized instruction in art, music, 
manual training and other subjects are 
often provided. And. what is of out- 
standing importance, the students are | 
given guidance both in their school 
work and toward their life’s ovcupa- 
tion that the rural teacher rarely has 
the time or ‘training to give. 

There is little doubt that the small 
rural school is doomed. Our demands 
for a better opportunity for our child- 
ren and improved means of transpor- 
tation are bringing this about. Our 
children’ will gain immeasurably. The 
rural communities: will suffer, for 
they are losing their social centre. Of 
course with the development of motor 
transport the rural community . was 
losing its identity anyway. The nearby 
town is becoming the social and cul- 
tural centre for an ever expanding re- 
gion. 

But still, rural communities fifteen 
or more miles fromm town are compara- 
tively isolated. They must provide 
their own entertainment and _ social 
life to a great extent. The loss of the 
Jocal school is a tragedy: there, Many 
such communities, realizing what it 
will méan to lose the building, have 
organized community hall committees, 
purchased the schools, and kept them 
as community centres. Such districts 
have shown a foresight and a spirit. of 
progressiveness that is commendable,

RECOVERY ‘RATE MARKS 
ONLY GAIN OVER POLIO 

Chidren have had polio—infantile 
paralysis—since ancient times. Today 
a ‘higter proportion recover without 
crippling. 

This is the only gain, and all in the 
present century. The gain comes from 
better nursing, and not from eny- 
thing else. 

Almost everyone has had polio, but 
only a few even become sick. How the 
disease works in most of us who don't 
get ill entirely unknown. 

Spinal Cord 

But what happens in the sick is 
well known. 

It fs in your spinal cord. This cord 8

Strikes Any Point 


Polio can strike at any point along 
the spinal cable. If it hits high up it 
paralyzes arms and hands. If in the 
mid-spine, polio hits the muscles of 
breathing. If low down, parlyzes leg 
muscles. 

There is an additional point of at-. 
tack, in the “bulb”, a rounded thing, 
half the size of a. thumb, at the top of 
your spine. This location of polio 
brings most of the deaths.: 

The cause of polio ts a virus, a very 
tiny particle made of protein. How 
this particle does its destruction is un- 
known. 

2. Kinds Known 

In epidemics, those who recover 
without any bad effects, range from 
40 to 70 per. cent. Sometimes there will 
be 70 per cént complete recoveries 
without an} medical care whatever. 
Sometimes the death rates and crip- 
pling are high, despite care.

Now for some additional information 
for aids in sewing plastic materials: , 
Sewing done without Pins, 

Pressing, Basting 

Paper clips are convenient to hold 
the edges of plastic material, Pins 
and needles will leave holes. 

Scotch tape is sometimes used to 
hold ‘edges together in place of bast- 
ing. Leave a loose edge so the tape 
can be removed later. 

Raw edges need not be turned un- 
der. They may be left plain or pinked. 

Mercerized thread and a fine sewing 
machine needle, about size 11, give the 
best results in stitching. 

Use a light or a loose tension and 
light pressure on your sewing machine 

Try out the length of stitch on a 

sample. Use the longest stitch, pos- 
sible—7 stitches per inch works well. 
If stitches are too hort they will cut 
the material. Double stitching will 
weaken the material too. Tie the ends 
,of the stitching threads, 
j Ends of pockets can be reinforced by 
placing scotch tape on the under side. 
Place the tape one inch above the end 
of the pocket, and one inch down on 
the stitching line. 

Stitch close, to thé top rather than 
the bottom or folded edge of a hem-— 
this helps to prevént the edge from 
rolling. 

Don't attempt to' gather with hand 
stitching. Use machine stitching loos- 
en the tensioi and lengthen the stitch, 
Pull up the thread for gathers. If there 
is too much gathering, such as in mak- 
ing ruffles, usé the gathering attach- 
men for your sewing machine. 

Don't try to iron or niastic 
film or many of the coated fabrics. Too 
intense heat will melt or fuse them. To 
press plastic-coated fabrics use plain 
or tissue paper between the 
the reverse side of the plastic. 
with a warm not hot, iron. 
Designs cut from mending’ tape may 
pressed into plastic goods. Place 
mending tape design in the correct pos 
ition, Put a paper over the mending 
tape before pressing with a warm iron

‘Accompanied. by ballyhoo, octane 
of newspaper print and challenges 
tossed ffom country to country just as 
in the event’s hey-day in the ‘20s and 
early ‘80s, the 1949 race once again 
focussed the attention of millions—not 
only to see which boat would go. the 
fastest but also because of interna- 
tional rivalry. « 

Back in 1920 Gar Wood of the Unit- 
ed States took the British Internation- 
al Trophy away from En. . From 
that time it has been a éontinual battle 
to see whether Britain, or the United 
States could produce the best in these 
sleck, super-speed craft. ~ 

Incentive was added ‘to this rivalry 
by the reasoning that Britain then was 
tops in speed. Sir Malcolm Campbell 
and his Bluebird, for example, could 
travel faster than any automobile any 
other country could offer. In the air 
the Schneider. Trophy races consist- 
ently set world records. And on water 
the British International Trophy race, 
predecessor of the Harmsworth, was 
speedboating’s main event. 

This rivalry became almost , tradi- 


tional as the years went by and soon, 


the race attracted interest from many 
countries other than he two main con- 
testants. 

To Canadians this year the . race 
took on even greater importance, En- 
tered in the event was a boat named 
Miss Canada IV, driven by Harold Wil 
son of Ingersoll, Ont.

Two American boats, Skipalong and 
Such Crest, clinched the trophy for 
the United States in two straight heats 

The Harmsworth has always been 
hard on boats. Sinkings, motor failures 
and ‘explosions often have taken place 
Even famous racers like Gar Wood 
and Britain's Kaye Don ang Betty Car 
stairs have had their troubles.

the kina of thing we take for granted, 
and yet it bristles with difficulties. 
Most of us might be inclined to define 
liberty as being allowed to do ‘what 
we\want to do, to live without perse- 
cution, to work and earn a decent 
standard of living. : 

Wien we go farther, however, and 
think of the kinds of freedom, we run 
into complications, because civil, per- 
sonal and political liberties are dif: 
ferent in themselves and they ‘some- 
times interfere with one another. 

Here is a list of the essential human 
iiberties prepared by a committee of 
the American Law Institute, on which 
Canada had a representative: Free- 
dom of religion, opinion, speech, assem 
bly and association; -Freedom from 
wrongful interference, arbitrary deten- 
tion, and retroactive laws; Rights to 
fair trial, property, education, work, 
food, housing, social security, equal 
protection ‘and gertieipation in govern 
ment. 

The nature and the extent of . these 
freedoms in any nation are influenced 
by its heritage of moral standards, its 
Jegal tradition, and the social structure 
‘}t has built up. Every nation, and ev- 
ery generation; has to hammer out for 
itself the special pattern that will ful- 
fil its ideals within the limitations of 
its envirohment. 

It may appear foolish to ask: “Who 


Wants Freedom?” But when one looks 
around the world it is not difficult to 
find whole fiations whose people seem - 


ingly do not want it enough to stand 
up effectively for it; and even in Can- 
ada there is evidence that not everyone 
is militantly free. So much ie this true 
that men of thought and goodwill are 
worried about the ease with which 
people in still free countries swing to- 
ward the dictatorship of. the state. 

There are some who, for another rea 
son, do not want liberty. They don't 
like the freedom it gives others to be- 
have in a different way from them. An 
o& may love his yoke, and consider the 
deer in the torest a Stray and vagrant 
creature. 
Kinds of Freedom 

The freedoms that are necessary in 
a democracy.seem to divide themselves 
into four major kinds: | Natural lib- 
erty. These headings cover the indivi- 


dual’s right to do a@ he chooses, -the 


nation’s right. to stand as a sovereign 
power, the right of popular or repre 
sentative government, and the rights 
and privileges created and protected 
by the state for its subjects. : 

The basic right, of course, is the 
right to live fully, Our human person- 
alities clamour for expression and ex- 
pansion, for recognition of our dignity 
as men and women, for the opportun- 
ity to realize all we belleve we are cap- 
able of being and doing. 

Imagine a graph showing the de- 
grees of liberty enjoyed by, various 
people. It starts near the bdse at the 


left, rises in a sharp curve, and des- 
cends to meet the base at the right. 
First on our graph are the primitive 
societies such as the one described by 


C. 8. Ferester in his novel of last year, 
The Sky and the Forest. They are 
tnarked by anarchy, magic, and cut- 
throat existence. Higher on the curve 
we come-upon a society made up of 
hundreds of small competing groups, 
with low social stability, Examples are 
the Holy Roman Empire and the Ital- 
lan City States. Highest on our scale 
is the society characterized by. large, 
integrated groups which represent 
significant interests and values. Ex- 
amples of states tending to approach 
this peak are Great Britain, the Unit- 
ed States of America and Sweden. 
Starting to decline on our curve to- 
ward the right we find countries which 


the hands of classes, and it doesn't 
matter whether these classes are aris- 
tocratic, bdurgeois, military, proletar- 
ian, ecclesiastic or bureaucratic, At the 
lowest point of our curve is the totali- 
tarlan state, which has destroyed all 
independent groups and smothered all 
individual opinion.

méant the right of private interpreta- 
tion instead of life under edicts. The 
English Revolution was out for im- 
munities of subjects in opposition to 
the power of the king. In Nineteenth 
Century England it meant free trade 
instead of a government-favoured mon 
oOpoly. In evéry instance, a battle for, 
freedom was caused by a real issue. 
In some cases, of course, the strug- 
gle for liberty went too far. We recall 
Madame Roland, passing the Statue 


-of Liberty in Paris on her way to exe- 


cution exclaiming: “Ah, Liberty! what 
crimes are committed in thy name!” 
Nothing makes so much mischief as 
the assumption by some people and 
some nations that. what they think is 
g00a for them must be good for, and 
should be imposed upon, everyone else. 

Like truth, freedom is a matter of 
reconciling and combining opposites, 
and it takes a broad and impartial 
mind to make the adjustment with an 
approach to correctness. The world is

T.B. INCIDENCE 
STILL HIGH 


—_— — 


Only eight cases of probably active 
tuberculosis were found in 5,336 per- 
sons X-rayed in a recent chest X-ray 
survéy at Red Deer, according to a 
newspaper report. 

George G. Eaton, president of the 
Alberta Tuberculosis Association, com 
menting on the report, said today, “We 
are as likely to be struck by, lightning 
as we are by poliomyelitis, yet eight 
cases of polio in the whole population 
of Alberta (825,000) bring headlines 
in the papers and strike terror to our 
hearts. 

“Would you say that ‘only’ 230. meri, 
women and children died of tubercu~- 
losis.in Alberta aloné last year? Would 
you say that ‘only’ 5,000 Canadians 
died of tuberculosis last year? The 
fact {a that there are probably 2,000 
cases of active tuberculosis ‘in Alberta 
at this moment-—1,000 of them under 
treatment, and another 1,000 as yet 
undiscovered. 

“Why is a killer like T.B. regarded 
so casually? Every case’ of tuberculo- 
sis costs about $5,500. Every case that 
results in death costs about $10,000, 
for treatment, loss of time, ete., to say 
nothing of loss of future earning 
power; and more importantly, to say 
nothing of suffering; ‘distress and 
grief.” | 

Mr. Eaton pointed out that . great 
Progress is being made to bring. tuber- 
culosis under control, but that it will 
still be many years before we reach 
the point where it is not a majorpublic 
the point when it is not a major public 
gerous delusion to consider T.R. nearly 
defeated. He said, “When we have 
eight cases of tuberculosis in the 
whole of Alberta in a whale year, then 


it will be time enough to say ‘only’ 
eight cases.”

MONTHLY SUMMARY OF STRIKES 


AND LOCKOUTS FOR JUNE, 1949 


Time los# due to work stoppages 
arising from industrial disputes in 
Canada during June, 1949, was 20 per 
cent less than the figure for the pre 
vious month, it was revealed by the 
monthly summary of strikes and lock- 
outs for June issued today by Hon. 
Humphrey Mitchell, Minister of La- 
dour. 

The strike of edtiestos miners and 
mill-workers in various centres. In 
Quebec, together with the strike of 
failway car workers at Hamilton, Ont. 
a#coounted for about 84 per cent of the 
total time loss during, the month. 

Prelimizary figures for June, 1949, 
showed 27 strikes and lockouts in ex- 
istence, involving 11,359 workers, with 
a time loss.of 141,084 man-working 
days, as compared. with 23 in May, 
1949, with 10,640 workers involved and 
a time loss of 174,150 days. In June, 
1948, there were 29 strikes involving 
3,804 workers with a time ldas°of 34,- 
337 days. 

Of the 27 strikes which were in ex- 
istence for varying perivds during 
June, 12 were in effect prior to the 
first of the month. Of these 12, eight 
were terminated by the end of the 
month, ahd of the 15 which began in 
May, 11 had been terminated by July 1. 
Thus, there were eight work stoppag- 
es still in effect at the beginning «of 
July. 

Based on the number of non-agricul 
tural wage and salary workers in Can- 
ada, thé time lost in June, 1949, amoun 
ted to .18 per cent of the estimated 
working time, as compared with .22 
per cent in’ May, 1949; .04 per cent in 
June, 1948; .14 per cent for. the first 
six months of 1949; and .09 per cent 
for the first six months of 1948. 

For the first six months of this year 
preliminary figures show 63 strikes 
and. lockouts, involving 18,701 workers 
with a time loss of 671,891 days. Fou 
the same period in 1948, there were 77 
strikes with 21,304 workers involved 
and a ‘time loss of 458,458 days. 


NEW INDUSTRY 
Toronto—There is a possibility of a 
new industry for Ontario with the ar- 
rival of 6400 pounds of .sweet potato 
plants from Georgia. The plants were 
shipped via TCA air cargo in conjunc. 
tion with U.S. carriers and distributed
